relation .of lime to soil fertility and 
crop production has often brought th 
practice of liming Into underseryed II! 
repute. 
.The truth is that lime, In- 


stead of tielng only a'soil stimulant 
([beneficial at first,'but exhaustive,) 13 
quite' the opposite. 


X,rme' is -a soil constituent in two re 


spects—as plant food and as a neu- 
traillzer of acids.' Free ticld is detr 


mental to the growth of beneficial bac 
teria; hence the Importance of having 
lime enough In the soil to neutralize 
Jill acids as fast as they are formed by 
the decay of vegetable 
or 
mineral 


matter of sour fiollfi. There are two 
classes of chemical compounds—acids 
and bases—which have the power "t 
neutralizing the characteristic prop- 
erties of each other. 
When a base 


iand an acid combine. Ihe former IOBS. 
Us power to combine with more ncirl. 
Ume, therefore, which is already com 
biiu*d with a strong acid, has no pow- 
er to neutralize soil acidity. Tu 'till* 
blaea belong; hand plaster or gypsum 
and rock phosphate, valualblu In their 
Kvay, but not as correctives of sour 
soil.

The-fli-st, the pro- 


motion of the growth of .legumes, re- 
sults In building tii'i of the nitrogen 
and organic matter supply of the sol] 
and 3a most deeiralble. 
This one ef- 


fcpt la sufficient to Justify the use ot 
lime. In order to obtain those benefi- 
cial results, however, 
the1 Jegumoe 


must be plantd—namely, peas, beans 
vetches and alfalfa.' 
If these are neg- 


jlected the principal object ot liming—- 
the improvement of soil fertility—Is 
defeated. 
' The second principal effect of lime 
Is that of increasing the availJaibillty 
of the plant foods In the soil, espocia 
ly the nitrogen and of burning oul 
the organic matter In the soil. This 
latter effect is destructive and exhalls 
live, but within proscribed limits de- 
fensible on the ground that plant food 
and organic matter in soil are to be 
used.

food,

defenslble and results In lost fertility. 


The farmer should remember that

Something for Local Motorists to Remember. 


Accidents lo automobilisls have been increasing al-a most 


alarming rate, so lhal it is incunibcnl upon every one driving 
nr riding in motor cars lo be more careful. The dangers of 
motoring in crowded cities, fast driving in suburbs, and the 
uller disregard of the "other fellow," cannot be over, exag- 
gerated. 
Unfortunately there are a good many drivers who 


'think they own the road. To this selfishness more than nine- 
lenlhs of all motor casualties are due. 


The chief perils which befall automobilists are skidding and 


collisions. The fact that these dangers can be entirely elimi- 
nated by careful driving prov/es beyond, a. doubt lhal the; acci- 
dents which occur are,'in most cases • nothing but criminal 
negligence. If the driver exercises only a reasonable care for 
1he welfare of his passengers and the public, accidents are pre- 
vented. In the typical collision we invariably have Ihe reck- 
less driver. In most cases of skidding the driver is responsible. 
If "lire chains" are used, safely is made more secure, 


For the benefit of humanity some sort of educative cam- 


paign should be pursued—warning drivers of (heir respon- 
sibility. There are "five fads" which automatically ought to 
suggest themselves to the driver every lime lie grasps Ihe 
wheel: 


1. Keep lo the right of llie road. 


Release clutch—turning corners. 
Use chains on wel pavements. 
Slow down—slop before crossing railroad (racks.
